You people remember what we are 
taught about the history of medicine. 
Medicine was born of necessity in an- 
tiquity. Its forefathers were the great 
philosophers, scholars, and teachers of an- 
cient Greece and Egypt. After surviving 
the Middle Ages, medicine emerged in 
the nineteenth century, with the European 
countries as the great medical centers of 
the world. To those great universities of 
Vienna, Austria, Heidelburg, Germany, 
and Oxford, England, we sent our med- 
ical men for advanced training. 
‘iety, YX) During the latter part of the nineteenth 
rirls withfcentury and the early part of the twenti- 
our Statitth, the tide of great medical knowledge 
os 4 and accomplishment commenced to swing 
- t0 the New World. Today, largely as a 
eult of a free enterprise system, our 
ountry is the unchallenged medical cen- 
rt of the world. We have the best 
nedical schools, the best medical men, 
and the best plan for medical care of our 
people that the world has ever known. 
The evolution of medicine from a 
ficer thetHprimitive and mystical past to a highly 
. the worliiieveloped and specialized science has 
bought about, through necessity, the 
treation of certain allied auxiliary sciences 
ad professions. Foremost among these 
t the professions of nursing and of 
d to atteniflentistry. 
cessful at§ Florence Nightingale, born in Italy of 
talthy English parents in 1820, spent 
host of her ninety years of life pioneering 
le cause of the profession of nursing. 
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There were many others of importance 
in the history of nursing, but Florence 
Nightingale is considered the greatest in 
her field. However, despite the great work 
done by her and by other leaders of her 
profession, nursing remained, until recent 
years, little more than a polite form of 
penal servitude. Working conditions were 
many times cruel and unbelievably harsh. 

As recently as fifty years ago it was 
considered correct for a nurse to accept 
the care of a patient and to stay with 
that patient without relief for days and 
weeks until the patient either died or 
recovered. All too often it was the nurse 
who never recovered, as was true in the 
case of one of my aunts. 

Fortunately those conditions do not 
exist today for the medical nurse, but 
improvements are still in the making. I 
claim there would be no general shortage 
of nurses in this country today if they 
were used properly. Give a nurse the 
auxiliary help she should have, teach her 
the fundamentals of supervising that help, 
and she will get the job done. Too many 
times during World War II I have seen 
a handful of nurses supervise the ordinary 
care of a surprisingly large number of 
patients to feel otherwise on this matter. 
These changes of course do come about 
slowly, but more and more the registered 
nurse is utilizing her knowledge and skill 
in a supervisory Capacity over nurses aides 
and over auxiliary help. Repeatedly the 
nursing profession has reminded us of its 
need for assistance, but only recently have 
we made any real progress toward provid- 
ing it with this help. 

The great brother profession to medi- 
cine is dentistry. In the latter field we, 
too, have been forced, largely because of 
economic reasons, to resort to specialized 
auxiliary help. 

Dentistry has an interesting past. Prior 
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to 1840 dentistry, for the most part, was 
practiced by the itinerant, the blacksmith, 
the silversmith, or just about anyone who 
was considered to be handy with tools. 
Certain men in the medical profession, as 
well as the unfortunate patients, deplored 
the low standards of treatment of the 
mouth. Two of those men of medicine 
were Dr. Hayden and Dr. Harris, teachers 
in the Baltimore College of Medicine 
and Surgery. Repeatedly those two doc- 
tors asked that a department for treating 
diseases of the mouth be established in 
the medical school; repeatedly their re- 
quest was rejected. 

Drs. Hayden and Harris, realizing they 
were getting nowhere with their idea in 
the medical school, finally in 1840 estab- 
lished a school of dentistry which was in 
no way connected with the medical 
school. The school, the Baltimore College 
of Dentistry, was the first college of 
dentistry in North America. 

The college curriculum, which treated 
dentistry almost completely as a mechan- 
ical art, remained much the same until a 
general change was made in 1897. In 
about 1910 when Miller exploded his 
theory of focal infection, the curriculi of 
all dental schools then in existence were 
forced to include more medical knowl- 
edge. Now the professions of medicine, 
dentistry, and nursing, while each main- 
tains its autonomy, function as a closely 
interwoven effort toward the relief of 
human suffering in our never ending 
fight against sickness and disease. Today, 
one hundred and thirteen years after the 
historic venture on our own, we have the 
best dental schools and, in general, the 
best dentists in the entire world. 

Returning to the subject of auxiliary 
help: those of us who want to stay in 
business, or practice, as we call it, have 
been forced to employ trained, specialized 
assistants, and to reserve our own profes- 
sional abilities for the purpose of diag- 
nosis and treatment. It has perhaps been 
a surprise for us to find that many of 
those trained assistants can do a technical 
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job, aside from diagnosing and operatin 
better than we ourselves ever did the jg 

Among the auxiliary help which » 
have been forced to employ is the privar 
or commercial laboratory dental ted. 
nician, who performs his duties under th 
written prescription of the dentist. It hs 
been estimated that about ninety per cen 
of the dental laboratory work in th 
United States is done by the laboratoy 
technician.

subordinates, it was amazing how much 
work was accomplished. Largely as a re- 
sult of the lesson learned in World War 
ll, many of us in the practice of dentistry 
today are beginning to feel that the lab- 
oratory work should be done by the 
dental technician, the dental hygiene 
should be done by the dental hygienist 
(if one is available), and that the chairside 
dental assistant should be used exclusively 
for that purpose. We feel that other de- 
tails of the practice, aside from diagnosis 
/ and treatment, should be delegated to a 
competent secretary. There would not be 
nearly the shortage of dentists in this 
country were we to properly use our 
auxiliary help 

Now, what of the training of dental 
assistants? There was a time when I could 
afford to train a new assistant when it 
became necessary. According to my esti- 
mates, the lost time, the errors on her 
part, and the slowed up production cost 
me approximately one thousand dollars 
each time I trained a dental assistant. 
I should know, because I have trained 
five dental assistants prior to the estab- 
lishment of this recently completed course 
of study here in this city of Fairmont.

In order for a dental assistant to be 
certified by the American Dental Assist- 
ants Association, she must meet certain 
rigid requirements, which are: 

1. She must have served two consecu- 

tive years in an ethical dental office. 

2. She must have been a member in 
good standing in the American 
Dental Assistants Association for at 
least one year. 

She must be a high school graduate. 

4. She must have taken the one hun- 
dred and four hour study course as 
prescribed by the American Dental 
Assistants Association. 

5. She must have taken and passed the 
prescribed written, oral, and prac- 
tical examination. 

6. She must be otherwise acceptable. 

May every certified dental assistant re- 
ceive her certificate with silent joy, and 
wear her cap always with quiet dignity 
and as a badge of honor.

Especially THE DENTAL ASSISTANT 


By SYLVIA DANENBAUM 


There are no shortcuts in the dental 
office — especially for the dental assistant. 
Attention to details is essential — especi- 
ally by the dental assistant. Details are 
her business. For example: in the “smile- 
a-while” department: 

1) Keep a smile on the equipment. A 
soft, clean cloth rubbed lightly and 
quickly over the chrome and nickel each 
day will keep its original gleam and help 
to maintain the operating room, the 
sterilizer, the trim of the equipment, 
bright and shining. 

2) Put a smile on the instruments. An 
ordinary handbrush with stiff, closely set 
natural bristles and ordinary white soap 
will help you do a good job on the instru- 
ments. As soon as possible after use, brush 
the debris and stains from instruments 
and rinse under running water before 
placing them in the sterilizer. Then the 
sterilizing agent, be it boiling water, 
steam, or a cold sterilizing solution, can 
really get in its work, and stains on the 
instruments are avoided. The instruments 
will appear brighter, too, if the water in 
the sterilizer is changed frequently 
through the week. It takes only a few 
minutes and it pays a big dividend in 
cleanliness and sparkling appearance. 

3) Puta smile on your face and in your 
heart when you say “hello” to the patient. 
Greet each patient as soon as other duties 
permit, if you cannot be in the reception 
room when he arrives. A pleasant “how 
are you?, we'll be ready soon” sets the 
visit off on the right foot. Caution: in 
the case of the chronic complainer, we 
learn the hard way to never give this type 
of patient an even break. Instead of the 
customary “how are you” substitute “pleas- 
ant weather, isn’t it?”, or another strictly 
impersonal comment. Then you will not 
be forced to listen to a time-consuming 
tirade on the patient's state of health (or

lack of it!), when you are needed at tk 
chair or at your desk. 
4) Have a smile for your associates ip 


the office. The doctor may not admit tf 1) 


in so many words but he appreciates; 
cheerful face and a pleasant spirit in hi 
assistant and an occasional word of at 
miration for his work. Try it. 

5) Put a smile on the reception room 
by taking an occasional two minutes 
empty ashtrays, straighten the magazine 
table, and the shades. A growing gree

In the “less noise, please” department 

1) When you close the sterilizer— 
gently, please — don't bang! 

2) If the swivel chair squeaks, or the 
door hinge creaks, or the cabinet drawer 
sticks, a little oil works wonders. 

3) That drippy faucet—quick, Watson, 
a new washer! 

4) The saliva ejector — no need for it 
to remain in action when the “dent 
action” is completed. Turn it off 
promptly. 

5) The click of heels on linoleum floo 
—try rubber heels on your shoes. Rubber 
heels are quiet on all ears and easy o 
your spine. 

In the “be-gracious” department: 

1) When one patient refers another 
patient to the office, a thank-you card ot 
short note is a gracious gesture. The te 
ferring patient is pleased and the practice 
grows. 

2) In the same way, cards at Christmas 
time, on children’s birthdays, on births 
maintain the goodwill and friendship be 
tween the office and the patient. (Yes, 0 
course, you're busy. Who isn’t?) 

3) Remember to ask the fond grand 
mother about her favorite grandchild. And 
the college boy about his team, and te 
youngster about his pet turtle. Such topis

ease. Tip: keep a record of the patient's 
particular interest or hobby on his record 
ard and you'll always remember.

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Then you will be sure the patient will be 
there for some important step in his 
dental treatment, and there is no delay in 
completing the case. You also avoid hav- 
ing to make a hurried change in the 
schedule, causing possible inconvenience 
to other patients and the doctor. 

6) On regular recall patients— when 
you send out the recall notice, set a defi- 
nite appointment, for a definite purpose, 
such as checkup and prophylaxis, or to 
observe the results of periodental treat- 
ment, or to check on teeth previously 
noted for repeated observation, or radio- 
graphic examination. This procedure de- 
notes individual rather than routine 
attention and the patient realizes it is 
important to comply. 

7) Keep a “short-notice” list of patients 
who can come in at an hour's notice. 
When another patient cancels at the last 
minute, you can fill in the time. 

In the “miscellaneous” department: 

1) Keep a record of when work is due 
back from the laboratory and must be 
ready for the patient. Use a blackboard 
or a sheet of paper on the wall of your 
own lab to jot down the necessary in- 
formation. Or make a note in the day 
book. Don’t get caught napping! 

2) Keep a list of accounts receivable 
as you make statements. This check list 
of patients who owe money will be a 
constant reminder for you and will avoid 
any slip-ups when checks do not come in 
when due. By referring to it frequently, 
you will know who to mail statements to 
without having to check through indi- 
vidual accounts. It saves time and work 
and keeps you on your “collection toes”. 

3) Similarly, make a list of accounts 
payable each month. Then you will know 
at a glance the doctor's obligations, and 
when they should be paid. Again you 
avoid slip-ups and keep the doctor's credit 
clear. 

Now, I can’t tell you how to get all 
these details—and the many other duties 
that make up our daily routine — into 
your schedule. That's up to you. But I 
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can give you a tip on how to remember 
that -you should. Buy a stenographer'’s 
notebook. Place it on the desk beside 
the telephone. Using the center line as a 
dividing line, designate one half of each 
page for each day, placing the date at 
the top of the column. Jot down the 
things you plan to do each day, and if 
you do not always accomplish the full 
program, carry the balance left over to 
the next day. Also, write down briefly 
all telephone calls as they come in. Then 
you won't forget to give the doctor his 
messages. Notes on this book save the day 
sheet and keep it neat. An occasional 
glance at the day's column in this inex- 
pensive “reminder-book” will keep you 
up to date, and if the occasion arises, you 
can always refer back when you need in- 
formation on what-happened-when.
